SOLDIERS CHECK 
RIOTING AT $00. 


Militia on Guard and Regu- 
lars Are on Way as Result 
of Rioting by Un- — 
paid Workmen. 


OFFICES ARE WRECKED. 


Consolidated Company Fails to 
Keep Promise and Mob Seeks 
Vengeance—Government 

Takes a Hand. 


Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., Sept. 28.—[Special.] 
—With the militia in charge of the properties 
of the Consolidated Lake Superior company 
and regular soldiers on the way to this city, 
comparative peace now reigns after a day 
of rioting. The unpaid, discharged work- 
ers of the company have cooled down after 


causing damage of tho of dollars to 
the Consolidated’s property. 

Although the authorities hopeful that 
all danger of a further outbr is over, dis- 


quieting news came tonight when it was 
announced that more than 400 men from 
the lumber camps, when refused a train 
to bring them to this city, started to march 


on the town. They are indignant that, with. 


wages in arrears, the company would not 
even furnish them transportation. 

What the outcome will be when these men 
arrive is a problem. It would take little to 
rouse the mob spirit again, but it is believed 
the regulars ordered to this city tonight from 
the fort at Toronto will arrive in time and 
will be able to prevent trouble. F 


Riot Follows Failure to Pay. 

It was the Consolidated company’s failure 
to keep its promise to pay its former workers 
their back wages today that was the immedi- 
ate cause of the rioting. And it was on the 
most available piece of the company’s prop- 
erty that the mob vented its ire. The office 
building, a handsome stone structure, tonight 
looks like it had been the center of an artillery 
attack, with scarcely a whole pane of glass 
in a window,-with the doors broxen in and 
the furniture in the first story torn to pieces. 
An arrangement made today by the com- 
pany to house and feed all in need until they 
, are paid or obtain work elsewhere aided in 
the restoring of order and the authoritics 
are hopeful of preventing any further de- 
struction, 

Government Stands by Workers. 

A telegram was received tonight by E@ward 
Barry, secretary of the Woodemen commit- 
tee, from Premier Ross of Ontario, which has 
produced a reassuring effect on affairs. The 
message reads: 

“The government will in every way possi- 
ble protect the interests of the workingmen 


the varfous industries, main and. sub- 


sidiary, of the Consolidated Lake Superior 
company, withholding subsidies and in other 
ways if necessary insist on the settlement of 
ali claims for wages, prior to everything 


else.”’ 
Mob Forms at Massmeeting. 

The beginning of the mob was at a meeting 
this morning of the men to whom the com- 
pany awes money, called to discuss means 
for collecting the back pay. Realizing that 
they would not be paid today, and seeing their 
helplessness in their penniless condition, the 
men started for the office building, deter- 
mined to get their wages or to “ get satis- 
faction,” as the more desperate put it. 

Gathering recruits as it went along it was 
a formidable crowd that marched up to the 
Consolidated office. There locked doors 
greeted the throng, and a guard of police sur- 
rounded the building. 


_ Notice Asks Men to Wait. 

Shouted demands for a settlement brought 
no answer, but posted in the main entrance 
was the following notice to the men: 

“ Officers and employés of the Consolidated 
Lake Superior company: The president and 
directors in NeW York have been unable to 
raise the money to pay today the wages and 
salaries now due the men and officers of the 
company. Advices received from New York 
this morning indicate that our president and 
directors have a plan to raise the money nec- 
essary not only to pay the men but to start 
up the works that seems to promise success. 
The plan has the indorsement and promised 
support of Sir Wilfrid Laurier, premier of 
Canada, and the Hon. G. W. Ross, premier 
of Ontario, and it is expected to produce the 
necessary money inside of thirty days. 

“ Whilé we regret much the inability of the 
company to pay today, the fact remains that 
there is no money to pay. There seems to be 
only one thing left for the men to do, and 
that is to accept offers of work elsewhere, 
leave their checks with friends, responsible 
attorneys, or business men to collect for 
them when the company pays. Bear in mind 
that your wages will have to be paid ulti- 
mately, and constitute a just obligation 
against the company which all the property 
and other assets will be liable for.’’ 


Jeers Greet New Promise. 

, Groans and jeers from the 1,500 men in the 
crowd greeted the reading of the notice. It 
had been expected, but the formal state- 
ment maddened the throng. Again there 
‘were shouts for the officers of the company, 
but though men and women clerks could be 
seen inside there was no response. 

Then began the serious trouble. In an in- 
stant the line of police was swept aside; and 
a volley of stones, sticks, and other missiles 
rained upon the building. The mob spread 
out until it practically surrounded the struc- 
ture, only the rear being left uncovered. 

Window after window gave way before the 
storm of stones and the clerks were seen run- 
uing for their lives. oe 

For a time all those fn the building found 
safety in the main hall, but realizing there 
could not be a long respite, the women and 
many of the men made their way out through 
the rear door. A few of the braver ones re- 
mained to do what was possible to guard the 
company’s property. 

At this juncture Police Magistrate Quibell 
arrived and, securing momentary quiet, read 
the riot act to the mob. But it was ho use. 
He was howled down, and, making uis way 
out of the crowd, he sought the authorities to 
explain the situation. . 


Rioters Invade the Offices. 
Meanwhile the bombarding of the building 
continued. Its defenders attached hose to 
hydrants and turned streams of water upon 
the mob, but to no effect. Finally entrance 
was effected andthe office fixtures and desks 
were attacked, but the arrival of the fire 
department and a further drenching induced 
the crowd to seek other fields when the first 
floor of the building had been wrecked. No

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Strike on Intercepting Sewer De- 
fers Hope of Hyde Park. 


CITY WILL STOP ALL WORK. 


Decision of Mr. Blocki to Fight Vetoed 
by Mayor Harrison. | 


Prospects for pure water for Hyde Park 
this winter went glimmering yesterday with 
the strike of the sewer builders employed 
by the city on the intercepting sewer. In 
the morning, when the men failed to report 
for work, Commissioner Blocki was for fight- 
ing the union and pushing the construction 
under po:ice protection. 

In the afternoon it was decided to shut 
down for the winter and make no attempt to 
continue unless the men declared the strike 
off. It had been announced that the relief 
for which Hyde Park has waited for years 
would be given this winter. 

Temporary engines, it had been stated, 
would be installed with the completion of the 
ditch, pending the building of the permanent 
power house, and the residents in that section 
of the city would be given pure water. 


‘Two Views of the Problem. 
“The health of the citizens of Chicago ts 
of more importance than any other consid- 
eration in this work,” said Commissioner 
Blocki in the morning. “ The sewer is going 
to be finished this fall and winter. If these 
men do not do it, others will.”’ aes 

“ The city loses nothing by closing down,” 
Mayor Harrison intheafternoon. “ The 
men lose the pay they would have earned. 
efore the sewer could have been put in use 
‘t would be necessary for the Lydon & Drews 
company to complete the power house. Our 
work would have stopped anyway within a 
few weeks. The men just lose that much 
pay.” 

With that announcement it was evident 
that the.strike begun in the morning would 
end the immediate prospect of Hyde Park's 
getting advantage from the drainage canal. 
The city officials have not been notified of the 
strike. They know only that the men did not 
go to work and they have a faint hope that 
the laborers may change their minds. 

Cause of the Strike. 

The tieup its a result of a combination of 
unions which is trying to control all the 
marine and hydraulic work in Chicago. The 


‘Lydon and Drews company having tue con- 


tract for the power house and work which the 
city is not doing under day labor, has em- 
ployed colored men, who are organized, but 
not recognized by the unions affiliated with 
the associated building trades, It was de- 
manded that the contractors discharge these 
men and, this request not being granted, 
the union struck on work with which the 
contractors had nothing to do.

SEEKS END AT GRAVE

MOURNING WRECKS MIND. 


Begs Attendants to Give Him Weapon 
Fallen from Hand. 


After eleven years of mourning for his dead 
wife R. C. Bristol, 54 years old, yesterday 
afternoon attempted to commit suicide upon 
her grave in Graceland cemetery. When 
attendants in the cemetery ran to his aid the 
man, still conscious, begged them to give 
him the revolver that had dropped from his 
hand, or to shoot him and end his misery. 

The bullet fired by the man entered his left 
temple. At the Alexian Brothers’ hospital, 
where he was taken, physicians said the 
wound was critical. 

Bristol is a traveling salesman and resides 
at 902 Walnut street. Since the death of 
his wife, eleven years ago, he has been de- 
spondent. Iliness during the last three 
years is believed by his relatives to have 
unsettled his mind. 

The man went to the cemetery, where his 
constant visits had made him well known 
to the attendants. The grave of his wife, 
near the Clark street end of the grounds 
and within view of passing pedestrians, has 
been one of the most carefully tended in the 
paisa spent several hours about the grave 
trimming the flowers and grass and several 
times appealed to attendants to care for the 
mound should he be absent in the future. 
He started to leave the cemetery and had 
reached the entrance, when he stopped and 
appeared to ponder for several minutes. He 
then returned to the grave, where he knelt 
apparently in prayer. 

In view of several persons 
then arose, placed a revolver 
head, and shot himself.

Mr. Plamondon returned the brief 
answer that the Marine band would remain 
ontheprogram. He thereupon was informed 
that union players were from that moment 
called out. 
Will Affect D. A. R. Reception. 

By this decision, not oniy the parade will be 
without music, but the reception given by the 
Daughters of the American Revolution at 
Memoria! hall tomorrow night will also feel 
the effect. Theodore Thomas’ orchestra was 
to -haye played at the banquet to visiting 
mayors and city guests at the Auditorium 
Thursday evening, but the members belong

The Marine band will be here by that time, 
however, and it was thought last night that. 
its services could be had for the banquet, in 
addition to its.scheduled appearance at the 
subsequent massmeeting. 

The union musicians stated directly that

“It is made up of enlisted men,’ said 
Chairman Allen of the committee which car- 
ried the ultimatum to Mr: Plamondon. “It 
competes with civilian musicians. Our na- 
tional constitution orders us not to appear 
at any place where the Marine band ison the 
program. The command Is specific, and if 
we should break it every player would be 
liable to a $50 fine and to suspension if he 
did not pay. As soon as we found that the 
Marine band was coming we prot«sted. That 
our protest did not reach the public until so 
late that it seemed we were breaking con- 
tracts is no fault of ours.’’ 

The centennial authorities took the ground 
that contracts were being broken by the 
musicians. 

| Position of the Committee. 

Chairman Plamondon declared his position 
in the following statement. which he issued 
after he gave the committee its answer: 

*“*I informed the members of the commit- 
tee that nothing else could be done but sup- 
port the action of the parade and the ban- 
quet committees. They had decided to 
carry out the contracts which they had 
made. The Marine band is no competitor 
of labor. It is not in the market as other 
bands are. Its reputation is a national one,

“We have been told,” said Chairman 
Allen, “ that we could play because the na- 
tional federation authorized Baltimore mu- 
sicians to keep their contracts with the Elks 
some time ago.

: Amid the roar of explosions which hurled 
barrels ot varnish high in air, Chicago fire- 
men struggled for two hours yesterday morn- 
ing to check the flames which made a fur- 
nace of the Standard Varnish works, 2620- 
2628 Armour avenue. Before the fire was 
under contro] six persons had been injured, 
property valued at $350,000 destroyed, and 
milWons more exposed to destruction. Late 
last night nine engines were still pumping 
water on the smoldering rxins,’ which

Fire Drill Saves ployes. 

The fire, the most spectacular the city has 
known In a year, started at 10:30 o'clock. So 
swift was the spread of the flames that it is 
probable a number of the fifty employés in 
the building would have been killed had they 
not been trained in a fire drill. At the first 
alarm they sprang into line, and with the 
women first marched from the building al- 
ready shaking with explosions. 

Several of the men reéntered the structure, 
now blazing from end to end, to save the 
books. With them went Miss Hurs 
Miss Dicknell, stenographers. When 
smoke and heat drove the men from the office 
the two young women were forgotten, and 
Miss Hursth would have perished but for her 
companion. She was overcome by smoke 
and was lying unconscious on the floor when 
Miss Dicknell stumbied over her body and 
carried her to the door. For a time it was 
thought both had been killed, and there was 


an explosion that could be heard,for blocks. 
The fire had reached a large tank of varnish 
on the top floor. It was like the signal gun 
for a battle, and for an hour thereafter ex- 
plosion followed explosion as if a heavy field 
battery were in constant action. Blazing 
barreis of varnish were hurled through roof 
and windows, scattering a fiery rain all about 
the building, while streams of flaming liquid 
poured down the walls and filled the street 
with fire from curb to curb. The big three 
story structure looked like a volcano in vio- 
lent eruption. 


Several Firemen Are Injured. 


engines. More than 200 barrels of varnish 
were standing on the sidewalk, and, braving 
explosions of these and hundreds of barrels 


tinguish the blaze. Stretching ladders over 
the burning liquid tn the street. men of En- 
gine Company No. 9 and 16 climbed to the 
third story with several leads of hose. 


Musham ordered his men to retreat. It was 
then that Anderson slipped and fell twenty 
feet into the blazing varnish on the ground. 
The ladder fell on top of him, and with his 
hands resting in the burning liquid he was 
rescued from probable death by Policeman 


Lacey. 
Neer Death on the Roof. 


Members of Engine Company No. 9 soon 
afterward had another narrow escape from 
being dashed inte the burning building. They 
were fighting the fi s from the roof when 
the floors gave way and the flames shot up 
past them on every side. The roof swayed, 
but the firemen ran to a corner and shouted 
for aid. A ladder hoisted to them reached to 
within five feet of the roof and they leaped 
for it. Keegan missed it and fell, but was 
caught by a brother fireman. McHugh in 
‘jumping caught the ladder. buf he was 
jammed against the side of the building and 
painfully bruised. McElligott was also in- 


jured. 

The wind carried sparks and blazing wood 
high into the air and several other fires 
started, but were extinguished. The plant 
of the Chicago Stove and Range works, oppo- 
site the burning: ‘ucture, Was in danger for 
half an hour, as was the Frank Ennessy 
cooper shops. The sparks set fire to the 
huge plant of the Hafner Furniture com- 
pany. but the employés extinguished the 
flames. 

Occupants of the neighboring awellings, 
chiefly small frame houses, formed bucket 
brigades, and thus saved their homes. Traf- 
fic. on the Twenty-sixth street and Went- 
worth avenue electric car lines was delayed 
for more than two hours. Two Rock Island 
railway tracks were blocked and several 
freight cars burned.

Strong Securities Seek New Low Levels 
Under liqaidation by In terests Usa- 
ally Considered Firmly Situatea—

TILLMAN TRIAL IS BEGUN. 


FIRST WITNESSES HEARD IN SEN- 
SATIONAL MURDER CAGE. 


Former Lieutenant Governor of South 
Carolina Faces Jary on Charge of 
Killing an Editor at Columbia—Po- 


liceman Who Made the Arrest Tells | 


of Finding Two Pistols on the Pris- 
o@ner—One Was in His Hand and the 
Other in His Pocket. 


Lexington, 8. C., Sept. 28.—[Special.}— 
After unexpectedly quick work in the se- 
curing of a jury, the taking of evidence was 
begun today in the trial of James H. Tillman, 
formerly lieutenant governor, charged with 
the murder of N. C. Gonzales, editor of the 
Columbia State. 

G. E. Boland, a member of the Columbia 
police force, was the first witness. He said 
he took Tillman to the police station in Co- 
lumbia from the scene of the shooting on 
Jan. 15, describimg where Tillman was stand- 
ing in the street with reference to Gonzales. 
He testified that Tillman said to him, “I re- 
ceived Gonzales’ message.” 


Two Pistols Found on Tillman. 

The witness said he asked Tillman “‘ Did 
you shoot Gonzales?’ to which he said Till- 
man replied that he did. He said the defend- 
ant carried a pistol in his hand and that 
another was found tn his pocket when the 
station was reached. Tillman, he said, want- 
ed to keep the pistol until the station was 


‘peached, for his protection, but witness in- 


sisted on taking it. He said Tillman was 
walking diagonally across the eens 
he first saw him, and was looking 
Gonzales. 

The two pistols were exhibited to the wit- 
ness for the purposé of identtfication. One 
was an automatic pistol, and it was this one, 
the witness said, which Tillman held in his 
hands. On cross examination he ‘said Till- 
man submitted quietly to accompanying him 
to the station.

COLOMBIAN CONGRESS PAVES 
WAY: FOR NEW TREATY. 


Advices Received at Washington from 
Bogota Indicate That the President 
of the South American Republic Has 
Been Authorized te Secure a New 
‘Contract with the United States 
Without Further Approval of the 
Legislative Body. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 24—([Special.]— 
Today’s advices from Bogota are to the 
effect that congress has passed a law au- 
thorising the president of Colombia to con- 
clude a canal treaty with the United States 
on a certain basis, without ihe approval of 
congress. 

Dr. Herran, the Colombian chargé d’af- 
‘faires, commenting on these advices, said this 
evening: 

“TT have not yet been informed of the pas- 
sage of such an act, but I believe the news 
to be correct, and I am greatly encouraged 
by it. I have clung to the hope t my 
government would clear the tangled path of 
canal negotiations. 

“The words ‘on a certain basis’ are ex- 
tremely vague and leave the door open to all 
sorte of conjectare. Of one thing, however, 
I am sure—the basis for the new treaty is not 
that leid down by the senatc committee in 
its recent report, which included demands 
of $20,000,000 from the United States and 
$10,000,000 from the new Panama Canal com- 
pany, and so on. From information L have 
received I am positive that the new condi- 
ti--«= imposed by congress will not include

This assurance has lessened the apprehen- 
sion of Bulgaria and the situation wears a 
more hopeful aspect.

Further satisfaction is derived from the 
fact that M. Natohovitch is going to Con- 
stantinople in the capacity of a Bulgarian 
diplomatic agent. He conducted the nego- 
tiations with the porte last June, and after 
their failure returned to Sofia. 

Reply to Macedonians.

MONASTIR, Macedonia, Thursday, Sept.

mated that 50,000 villagers of the vilayet of 
Monastir are now refugees in the mountains 
and mostly in a terribly destitute condition. 
They escaped from the 111 villages which 
have been wholly or partly burned by the 
Turks, which contained 10,392 houses, of 
which 9,688 were burned. At Malkotirnovo 
only a hundred Bulgarian families remain 
out of 1,500. A body of 200 families fleeing 
towards Bulgaria from villages in the Losen- 
grad district were surrounded by Turkish 
troops in the Uzumbadjak mountains and all 
of them are alleged to have been slaughtered. 


RAILROAD REFUSES TO PAY

Northern Pacifie Officials Confirm State- 
ment That They Had Received Ulti- 
matum from Montana Bandits.

General Manager 
Cooper said today: “It is true that a de- 
mand for $50,000 has been made upon the 
Northern Pacific company by parties in 
Montana. We. have taken sufficient pre- 
cautions to make the tracks safe. 
“The Northern Pacific has posted a re- 
ward of $2,500 for the arrest and capture 
of the dynamiters. The state of Montana 
has posted another’ reward of $5,000, and 
Polk county, Montana, has offered another 
$500, making a total reward now of $8,500.”’

CANADA’S ATTORNEY sWOONS 


Christopher Robinson Collapses Dur- 
img His Address Before the Bound- 
Commission in London and the 


. Counsel Watson Finishes His Talk

LONDON, Sept. 28.—Today’s session of 
the’ Alaskan boundary commission .was 
closed abruptiy by the collapse of Christopher 
Robinson, K. C., the aged attorney repre- 
senting Canada in the case.

men.”’ : 

‘Nationally the typefounders’ union controls 
7,000 men. These are employed by the com- 
bine and three independent firms, Barnhart 
Bros. & Spindler of Chicago, D. A. Farmer 
of Philadelphia, and a San Francisco house. 
In this city there are about 700 members 
of the organization. 

The general strike order was issued from 
the headquarters of the union at Indianapo- 
lis. The strike began in St. Louis and Cin- 
cinnati yesterday. In St. Loujs seventy- 
five men went on strike and in Cincinnati all 
the employés of the branch went out, in- 
cluding typecasters, dressers, mold work- 
ers, machinists, brass rule workers, nicking 
machine operators, and inspectors. .

Readers of the book—and their number is 
legion—need not be informed that the story 
of David Rossi and Roma Volonna contains 
enough of action and incident to keep the ad- 
mirer of such tales awake well into the night. 
These readers will find that this story has 
been transferred with no inconsiderable clev- 
erness to the stage, and there may be some 
among them who will claim that the play 
is an improvement on the novel, for there is 
less of the former, and therefore less of Mr.

INDIANS ASK BIG DAMAGES 


DELAWARES DEMAND $1,000,000 


FOR EXPENSES IN LANDSUIT. 


Sensational Charges Are Made Against 

Secretary of the Interior Hitchcock 
and the Members of the Dawes Com- 

mission, Charging Frauds—Redmen 

Take Action When Temporary In- 

junction Is Dissolved — Outsiders 

Said to Have Been Given Title. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 28.—[ Special. 
Sensational charges of fraud and irregulari- 
ties are made against Secretary of the In- 
terior Hitchcock and the members of the 
Dawes commission in a petition for $1,000,000 
damages filed by an attorney for the Deéla- 
ware Indians with the Court of Claims today. 


° The claim, which followed a decision by 


the Supreme court of the District of Colum- 
bia dissolving a temporary. injunction 
against Secretary Hitchcock and the Dawes 
commission, is for expenses the Indians have 
been put to in defending the title to their 
lands. The decision in the injunction case 
was handed down today by Justice Anderson. 


Case Involves 157,000 Acres. 


The case involved the right of the secretary 
to pass on the 157,000 acres of land in the 
Cherokee nation segregated for the use of 
the Delawares. ‘he Indians claimed that 
the secretary is without authority to approve 
or disapprove of the segregation, as it had 
been approved by the Indians interested, and 
asked that he be enjoined against taking 
such action pending the adjidication of the 
same question by the Court of Claims. , 

In the petition filed today one of the accu- 
sations is that members of the Dawes com- 
mission are interested in oi] leases and com- 
panies holding leases made upon their lands 
by Cherokees who claim title. 5 
Mentioning the members of the commis- 
sion by name the petition alleges that not- 
withstanding the lands have been properly 
segregated, the “ Dawes commissioners, dis. 
regarding their official duties as agents of 
the United States, conspired and confeder- 
ated with the companies to cheat and defraud 
the petitioners to gain possession of their 
lands for themselves or for the companies.” 


Tell of Grants to Outsiders. 


It is claimed that the members of the 
Dawes commigsion have wrongfully, after 
segregation was made, allowed more than 
200 persons noc Delawares to make selections 
for homes upon parts of ‘the Delaware lands, 
and have allowed such persons to file appli- 
cations for allotments. 

‘The commissioners are charged with hav- 
ing sought, by recommendations contained 
in their report of April 20. 1903, to the secre- 
tary of the interior, to cause steps to be taken 
to prevent the Supreme court of the United 
States from rendering such judgment in the 
cause as would confirm the title in the Dela- 
wares. 

The secretary of the interior is charged 
with unlawful acts to defraud the Indians, 
such as that of encouraging white men who 
have married squaws to make claim to Dela- 
ware lands. 

Oklahom:s Men Want Inquiry. 

Guthrie, O. T., Sept. 28—[Special.}]—It !s 
learned from an authoritative source here 
that charges against Secretary ofthe Interior 
Hitchcock. alleging irregularities in con- 
nection with town lot sale frauds, will be 
presented to the federal grand jury, which 
will meet in Lawton, Commanche county, 
on Oct. 5. The town lot sale fund of Law- 
ton amounted to nearly $150.000. The ex- 
-penditure of the fund has been delayed by 
Secretary Hitehcock because, it is said, he 
alleges fraud and bhoodle. The charges 
against Secretary Hitchcock allege that the 
money was placed in a St. Louis trust com- 
pany, of which he is a stockholder and thus 
its use for municipal improvements was de- 
layed. 


BROWN ARMY IN KENTUCKY * 


Military Operations Between Louisville 
and Nashville Carried On by Advance 
‘and Rear Guards of Two Forces. 


Camp Young, West Point, Ky., Sept. 28.— 
[Special.]—The Blue and Brown armies 
fought back and forth between Louisville and 
Nashville today, and at the end of the en- 
gagement it was held by the umpires that the 
Brown army had the advantage. 

The conditions prevailing were those gov- 
erning the proper employment of advance 
and rear guard by the armies. 

The problem for the day, as announced by 
Col. Wagner, chief umpire, was as follows: 
The Biuve army, having been defeated by 
the Brown army, fell back on Louisville, its 
base point. Here it secured heavy reinforce- 
ments and turned on the Brown army, which

The actual clashes were not numerous, 
being confined largely to brushes between 
flankers. Col. Morton had swiftly disposed 
his Brown cavalrymen at a point where he 
was able to threaten the Blue column com- 
manded by Col. W. T. Duggan, and at the 
same time practically forbid an attack by 
the Blue main column, commanded by Mai. 
Willams, unless the latter took a longer 
detour than the time limit allowed. ' 

The Brown rear guard was not only abl 

to forestall the enemy's attack, but to do it 
with trivial loss—a cardinal principle for 
the rear guard being not to engage at the 
risk of heavy loss unless absolutely eseential 
to the safety ofthe main body. The Brown 
horsemen took advantage of the ground so 
well that they were able to threaten either 
of the Blue columns with a superior force 
and yet maintain a superior defensive po- 
sition. The maneuver ended late in the aft- 
ernoon with trivial losses in “ killed”’ and 
captured on either side. 
The chief incident of the day was the 
capture of Capt. Mitchell of the signal 
corps and a small detachment of his men by 
a troop of the Seventh cavalry.

“CHIEF SOURCES OF CORRUPTION.” 
Lincoln Steffens says in his article on 
Chicago in McClure’s for October: 


I spent one whole forenoon calling on the pres- 
idents of banks, great business men, and finan- 
ciers interested in public utility companies. With 
all the evidence I had had in other places that 
these men dre the chief sources of corruption, I 
was unprepared for the sensation of that day- 
Those financial leaders of Chicago were ‘* mad.” 
All but one of them became so enraged as they 
talked that they could not behave decently. They 
rose up purple in the face ané cursed reform. They 
said it had hurt business; it had hurt the town 
** Anarchy they. called it; socialism.’’ They 
named corporations that had left the city; they 
named others that had planned to come and had 
gone elsewhere. They offered me facts and figures 
to prove that the city was damaged. : 

The reform which Mr. Steffens says the 
great business men and financiers cursed 
was the election of an honest counail—the 


substitution for boodling aldermen of'alder- 


men who will. not enrich themselves and 
defraud the public by selling franchises. 
Just before the summer vacation the council 
refused to pass an ordinance granting to a 
little telephone company in Hyde Park the 
right to do business throughout the entire 
city for the next twenty years. Deubtiess 
the franchise, if granted, would have been 
acquired by the Chicago Telephone com- 
pany, to which it would have been of pecu- 
liar value. Some of the men with whom 
Mr. Steffens conversed may have been angry 
‘because the telephone ordinance was not 
passed. The determination of the council 
to make the traction companies. deal fairly 
by the city if they are to have an extension 
of privileges may have angered others. 
Of course Mr. Steffens does not give the 
names of the financiers and business men 
who cursed municipal reform and an honest 
council. He cannot honorably do so. Yet 
one would like to have a list of the names of 
“ prominent citizens "—surely there cannot 
be many of them—who prefer a corrupt to 
a reputable council because they caf get 
special privileges from the one and cannot 
from the other. Then Chicagoans would 
have an opportunity to know the men who 
are the most dangerous enemies of civic 
honesty and virtue, because they are “ th 
chief sources of corruption.”

It is visited on young Hnglish offi- 
cers—not mere cadets ina military academy 
but full fledged commissioned officers with 
privates and noncoms under them—who are 
not up to the standard of the other officers. 
The standard has nothing to do with sol- 
‘dierly qualities. A man might bea splendid 
soldier, with thorough military education, 
magnificent physique, and perfect control 
of his men, and still not be anywhere near 
up to the standard of the English officer. 
To be up to that standard an officer must 
have good social position and plenty of 
money. And that’s about all. 

The ragging system is an abuse. So the 
English censor suppresses it on the stage. 
Why doesn’t the English war office suppress 
it in the army? Because such a suppres- 
sion would mean a change in the whole Eng: 


asylum for the sons of its nobles. Bvery 
rich English nobleman plans to put one of 
his younger sons in the army, another in the 
navy, and a third in the church. Hie eldest 
son inherits his estates, and if there are 
many children some can go to the colonies.

‘any youth not of their caste is upstart 
enough to try forcing himself upon them 
they will teach him to keep his position by 
treating him with freezing insolence or, if 
they are in wine, by belaboring him and 
chasing him about the cartonments in hie 
nightehirt. 

The young officers are not interested in the 
hard work of their profession. They are 
willing to be shot at the head of their men 
when necessary, but they are unwilling to 
pore over campaigns and books on tactics, 
to go scouting on their own account, or to 
make trial trips in heavy marching order 
over rough country. They prefer to play 
polo or hunt foxes. All these things became 


the young officers demonstrated they had 
courage and little else. 

The English army is, as the war office 
disclosures show, in a precarious condition. 
But the HDnglish army cannot be greatly 
improved until the whole system of choos- 
ing officers ie changed; until a poor but 
hard working young fellow can become an 
officer, keep his self-respect, and live on his 
pay; until caste distinctions are done away 
with; until the army ceases to be an amuse- 
ment and becomes a profession. In fact,- 
we think we can respectfully submit West 
Point as an ideal example of the way offl- 
cers should be made for armies. 


OUR INDIAN VISITORS. 

The noble red man, cherishing eternal 
animosity ageinst his despoilers and suffer- 
ing himself to be photographed for a quar- 
ter, has set up his camp in Lincoln park. 
Heisonly partially civilized. If he werecom- 
pletely civilized he would have thrown him- 
self into the spiftit of the affair and would 
have given us a better picture of complete 
savagery. 

The Lincoln park Indian, however, is 
neither uncivilized enough to be a good 
natural savage nor sophisticated enough to 
be a good artificial savage. There he stands, 
wearing moccasions and suspenders, elk 
teeth necklaces and German bell anklets, 
eagle feathers and sweaters.

LTHOUGH the name of the French 

duke de Chauinmes is unfavorably 
known in this country owing to the 
circumstances under which Miss Geb- 

hard, the niece of Frederick Gebhard 

and of Mrs. Frederic Neilson of New York, 
was compelled to break off her engagement 
with him on the eve of the date appointed for 
the marriage, yet the announcement of his 
| betrothal to Mile. de Louvencourt, daughter 
of the count and countess de Louvéncourt

The duke, who belongs to ore of the ol 
houses of the French aristocracy, of which 
his cousin, the duke de Luynes, is the chief, 
has been exceedingly wild, and is generatly 
credited with having equandered the greater 
part of the large fortune which he inherited 
| from his old grandmother, the duchess de 
Chevreuse, jointly with his sister)» who is 
now the duchess d’Uzes. Amd ever since he 
has been on the lookout for an heiress, and 
before being engaged to Miss Gebhard was 
affianced to Princess Catherine Youriewska, 
the youngest daughter of Emperor Alexan- 
der IL of Russia, and of his morganatic and 
second wife. But the match was broken off 
owing to the refusal on the part af the mother 
of the young princess to make any satisfac- 

settlement. Immensely wealthy and 
credited with the ession of a fortune con- 
siderably over ,000,000, the widow of the 
murdered czar is exceedingly cautious in 
money matters, and having probably learned 
something of the spendthrift habits of ths 
duke. was resolved that he should have no 


as he had his own fortune. — 

Mile. Ge Louvencourt, to whom he is now 
affianced, is quite rich, though of course she 
cannot be considered from a fiscal point of 
view in the same class as either young Prin- 
cess Yourlewska or Miss Gebhard. . 

The @uke has some excuse for his wildness, 
for he haga strong strain of the wild Galitzine 
blood in his veins through his mother, a love- 
ly Russian, who was the heroine of so many 
“causes célébres ” twenty years ago, while 
his education subsequent to the repeated and 
sensational attempts which were made to 
kidnap his sister and himself by his mother 
and her agents was calculated to render him 
altogether unfitted to resist all the tempta- 
tions by which he was surrounded in Paris 
as soon as he was released from the terribly 
etrict guardianship of his austere and big- 
oted grandmother, the ol@ duchess of Chev- 
reuse. 

His mother, the late duchess de Chaulnees, 
was married at the age of 160n All Fools’ day 
in 1875 to the late duke de Chaulnes, a ter- 
ribly weak and foolish man, who was com- 
pletely under the domination of his mother, 
a woman who never spoke but of two things— 
namely: of heaven and of hell, regarding all 
those who did not conform to her wishes as 
on the high road to perdition. She conceived 
@ bitter hatred for her daughter-in-law, a 
beautiful golden haired, impulsive, and un- 
conventional girl, and during her son’s life 
sought by every means in her power to bring 
about a separation between the two, going 
to the length of offering her daughter-in-law 
a large allowance if she would only go away 
and live abroad. 

The persecutions to which the young duch- 
ess was subjected by her terrible mother-in- 
law were almost beyond belief, and aroused 
a perfect storm of indignation when subse- 
quently laid bare in the courteat Paris. The 
climax came when the duke, dying suddenly, 
was found to have left a will in which he be- 
queathed the guardianship of his children to 
his mother, on the ground, as he part it, of 
“the unworthiness ’’ of his wife. 

This will was naturally contested by the 
widowed duchess. But when the matter was 
brought into eourt it was found that her 
mother-in-law had secured the approval of 
its terms by what is known as the “ conseil 
de famille '’—that is to say, a council of the 
adult members of the family, allof them 
dominated by the old woman, who for many 
years exercised a sort of reign of social ter- 
ror among the French aristocracy. The 
courts seldom give decisions contrary to 
those of the family councils, and according- 
ly the duchess of Chevreuse, who had man- 
aged to place the most evil construction upon 
every one of her fascinating daughter-in- 
law’s frivoliti€s, flirtations,. and innocent in- 
discretions, secured a verdict in her own 
favor, the young duchess being therefore 
legally deprived of the guardianship of her 
children. 

Like all lovely women, she had been the 
object of much admiration, and some of her 
admirers were infinitely less concerned about 
the safeguarding of her reputation than the 
prestige to be derived by the association of 
their own names with hers. One man in par- 
ticular did everything that he possibly could 
to compromise her as long as there seemed 
to be any chance of her recovering possession 
of her children and of her husband's fortune. 
But when the courts, angered by her ill-ad- 
vised attempts to kidnap her children from 
the gloomy old castle where they were kept 
closely guarded by the duchess de Chev- 
reuse, rejected each one of her appeals, and 
when she found herself without money or. 
friends, he proceeded to desert and denounce 
her, his conduct in this respect exciting such 
contempt that he was held up to obloquy 
in the newspapers by the late Aurelien Scholl, 
a sensational fracas at Bignons followed by. 
a duel resulting therefrom.

The unfortunate young duchess died some 
months afterwards in one of the poorest 
quarters of Paris, literally of want and 
starvation, being buried at the expense of 
an old servant, who had only discovered her 
whereabouts when too late. . 

Of course the old duchess of Chevreuse has 
some defenders. These claim that she was 
justified in her attitude towards her daugh- 
ter-in-law, and that the latter’s mind was 
unbalanced and that she had no moral 
sense. But while admitting that the old 
duchess was quite enough to deprive any 


that if the young duchess had furnished the 
slightest pretext for a charge of insanity 
| her foes would have found no difficulty in 
securing her committal to a private lunatic 
asylum, thus averting all the unpleasant 
publicity, the scandal, and the obloquy to 
which they were subjected in Gonneotion with 
their appeals to the court against her. 

Love matches seem to be the order of the 
day among the reigninng families of Europe, 
who appear to have come to the conclusion 
‘that a mesalliance when based on honest 
affection is more conducive to matrimonial 
happiness and to the avoidance of scandal 
than a union arranged merely in accordance 
with dynastic and political considerations. . 
Thus the marriage of Princess Alice of Bat- 
tenberg to Prince Andrew of Greece at 
Darmstadt next week is a love match pure 
and simple, and so, too, is the impending 
marriage of Princess Marie of Reuss to 
Baron Ferdinand Guagnonil, a mere lieuten- 
ant in an Austrian dragoon regiment. Prin- 
cess Marie is tbe sister of the recently 
wedded grand ee of Saxe-Weimar, and 
another of her sisters allowed herself to be 
led to the altar a short time ago by the Aus- 
trian, Count Eric Kunigl, whose family, 
though older by some 200 wears than that 
of the princess of Reuss, cannot like the lat- 
ter claim sovereign rank, belonging, on the 
contrary, to the mere nobility. 

Princess Alice of Battenberg is the eldest 
daughter of Prince Louls of Battenberg, now 
a rear admiral in the British service, and 
who is married to a sister of the reigning 
grand duke of Hesse and of the Czarina. 
He is, however, not royal but merely noble, 
being the issue of a morganatic marriage 
between old Prince Alexander of Hesse and 
a Russian Mile. Hauke, who was created on 
the occasion of her marriage first countess 
and then princess of Battenberg.

[From American Medicine. ] 

SEX AND THE WORLD’S WORK—In the 
last census, 1891, of which the figures can be 
obtained, there were in England and Wales 
1,064 females to every 1,000 males. The fact 
shows upon which sex falls the greater 

bor, danger, disease, and death. The work 

land is doing in other countries (“ How 
England scatters her dead all over the 
world ’’), the life cost of war, administration, 
immigration, discovery, etc., is clearly set 
before us in these figures. In London alone 
there was a large city of women in excess of 
men, if all had been thus gathered and 
separated. In 1891 the figures were 252,371, 
and with her 5,000,000 population at presen 
the number is, of course, still greater. De- 
ducting the 234,000 female and 15,400 male 
servants, the soldiers in barracks, the total 
79,000 male and 55,500 female foreigners, the 
proportion of females to males in London 
was still (1891) 1,033 to 1,000. In one borough, 
Hampetead, at the ages between 19 to 30, 
there were twice as many women as men. 
If one may conclude from the equal number 
of males and femaies born that monogamy 
is the order and ideal of the evolution 
process, the fact of the actually greater 
number of females demonstrates the present 
failure to attain it, and the resultant morbid 
condition of a rich and energetic country 
Mke England. It is also noteworthy that 
there has not been a proportional fall im the 
death rate of infants as compared with the 
general death rate. In thirty years the lat- 
ter fell from 24.4 to 17.6, whereas that of the 
infants under,1 fell from 162 to 149 per 1,000 
births. 

COFFEE AND TEA DRUN NESS.— 
In. the annwal report of the Children’s Aid 
society of New York is published a tabulated 
lst of the conditions of families whose chil- 
Gren attend the industrial schools of the so- 
ciety. The number of families whose con- 
dition was imvestigated was 3,453, and the 
family income of 561 was iess than $4 per 
week; of 1,263, from $4 to $7; of 1,629, from 
$7 to $10. In all the breakfast was bread and 
coffee ' aly; the supper, bread and tea, with 
gome i‘ eese, macaroni, or fruit. Thus with 
ali the .errible poverty the article of diet that 
does not fail twice a day is the coffee or tea. 
Probably also in the dinner list of many 
these drinks were included. Surely from the 
workman’s dinner bucket the pint or more 


of coffee is never omitted. But the 
point needing emphasis is that in 
the report referred to it is _ chil- 


dren who from earlest years are drinking 
tea and coffees. What proportion of the in- 
come of these poor families thus goes to the 
purchase of these drinks is a highly im- 
portant concern, but is not directly medical. 
Whatever one may think as to the phiysio- 
blogic action of caffeln it ie agreed that it Is 
not “a food,” and that the amount of money 
thus wasted by the poor could and should be 
spent in buying real health bringing and 
strength giving foods. This economic as- 
pect of the question also becomes doubly im- 
portant both as a medical and financial mat- 
ter when one finds these articles on the 
dietaries of all our public institutions. Should 
so much of the public money be spent on 
articles ef drink, nonfoods? And the cus- 
-tom has many bearings on health. The more 
coffee and tea drank the more tobacco is 
used. .The national consumption of coffee 
and tea, moreover, rises almost accurately 
pari passu with the amount of alcohol used. 
Is it not true, as a rule, that intemperance in 
the one coexists with intemperance in the 
other? Is not the temperance problem close- 
ly bound up with this of the use of coffee, tea, 
ee alcohol? If so, and even if not so, coffee 
and tea are unnecessary an 

harmful to children.

By issuing that order Mr. Brown vio- 
lated paragraph 1,955, revised code of Chi- 
cago, edition of 1897, and made himself lia- 
ble to a fine of from $5 to $100. . 
Before breakfast Mr. Brown went out into 
the back yard to feed his dogs. There were 
four puppies and three old dogs in the ken- 
nels.

Brown subjected himself to a fine of not less 


than $25 and not more than $100 for every 
day he kept them. 

A pile of refuse, raked from the-back yard, 
had been piled up in the alley, and, before 
he sat down.at the table, Mr. Brown got a 
shovelful of coals from the kitchen and 
went out to sét it on fire. By so doing he 
violated two ordinances—paragraph 663, 
which forbids the conveyance of fire, and 
peragraph 659, which forbids bonfires. 

After breakfast Mr. Brown listened to the 
complaint of John Jr. to the effect that he 
could not make his kite fly, and volunteered 
to do it when they had finished the meal. 
He held the kite out im front of the house 
while the boy ran with it. For doing that 
gy liable to a fine of $5—see paragraph 
§ : 

So, before he started to catch the street 
car, he had already broken five laws and was 
well started on his daily career as an out- 


law—although he had no idea of it. 


The kite fiying kept him so late that he 
hurried over to the corner. But there was 
no car-in sight. On the billboard at the 
corner was pasted a poster advertising a 
comic which John L. Brown had seen 
and didn’t like. Half unconsciously he 
rubbed the end of his umbrella over the 
poster and cut a long gashinit.

While he was waiting he expectorated on 
the sidewalk and broke a law; he jumped on 
the street car before it stopped and broke 
another; when he left the car he dropped the 
morning paper he had been reading and 
broke a law; he stopped on the corner 
to talk to a friend and broke one; 
just outside the factory he bought an 
apple, peeled it, and threw the peel on 
the walk, laying himself Hable to a fine of 
$20 (paragraph 1,321); the first thing he did 
after reaching the office was to order three 
boys, who were waiting for instructions, to 
go out and distribute some circulars from 
house to house f{n the Twenty-first ward 
($15 fine for doing this). 
A little while later he started to drive out 
to see about collecting a bad account. His 
horse was hitched in the alley behind the 
factory, and he drove it out into the street 
at a slow trot, but even that broke a law, 
for the ordipances provide that “ no person 
shall ride or drive any horse in or through 
any alley or at the time of issuing from or 
quitting such alley, with a greater rate of : 
speed than a walk, under a penalty of not 
more than $10 for each offense.”’ 3 
When he reached the store of the customer 
he found that the owner of that building 
had not complied with law in providing a 
hitching ring or post on the sidewalk, so 
John Lawson Brown was practically com- 
led to break another law by hitching his 
@ to a lamp post. If he had not hitched 
it at all he would have been equally guilty, 
for there is an ordinance which provides 
that all animals must be hitched under pen- 
aity of a fine.

LESSON NO 57.—The Emergencies of Life. 


HEN will people learn to respect 
the significance of the oft repeated 
assertion that it is the unexpected 
which always happens. In all the 
efforts now in process in every sec- 
tion of our country in behalf of practical 
education the thought should ever be upper- 
most that an education that fulfills its func- 
tion—to practically teach how to live as well 
as how to earn a lvelihood—if the latter be 
necessary—is never complete without a thor- 
ough understanding of those hidden re- 
sources which only come to the surface 
through necessity. The old saying that 
“necessity is the mother of invention ” ap- 
plies to that department of education we 
eall “Household Economics "’ or *“* Domestic 
Science” with special strength and force. 
Of course it is a mistake to allow this im- 
portant department of practical education 
to become so utilitarian as to lose sight of 
the ideals and the ethics which underlie all 
rrp and homemaking—but lack of 
all should be the exercise of the funcitions 
of the mind toward the creation of things. 

This would be but a sorry place to live in 
—in fact it would scarcely be inhabitable if 
it were not for the inventor—the man or 
woman who thinks and thinks, and evolves 
something from within, which, coupled with 
the forces of nature, will ultimately benefit 
humanity. It may not always be the beau- 
tiful in art, music, or literature that so en- 
riches life. It may be perhaps something 
that will enable the easy accomplishment of 
the practical necessities of life so as to give 
more and more leisure to the overworked 
homemaker—this much prized leisure, by 
which she can enjoy the delights of the so- 
called higher life. 

Therefore we should have in every school 
of domestic science and in every department 
of household economics in our higher edu- 
cational insttitutions, as well as in the grade 
schools, an emergency laboratory. This 
should be a special room in which the stu- 
dent is required to make use of her wits in 
order to do the work required, and this with- 
out much aid from the teacher. 

A school which is only well fitted with 
every modern convenience and contrivance 
known to man is both expensive and unprac- 
tical, for all of the best modern utensils cost 
much money and more time to keep them in 
order. Nevertheless, as it is said that good 


work cannot be done without good tools— 
these thoroughly equipped kitchen labore- 
tories are a necessity. But as money and 
time are precious commodities, available 
only for the favored few, an education which 
aims to help humanity should take heed 
lest the greater part of humanity—those less 
favored by fortune but most in need of this 
kind of education—be not neglected. 

This emergency. department, therefore, 
should be, equipped with the cheapest and 
simplest of utensils, and, tn fact, as few of 
those as possible. Then one lesson a week 


“or one a month, if the regular lesson in do- 


mestic science comes only once or twice a 
week, should be given in this room. This 
would invigorate the mind with the exercise 
of doing good work with meager parapher- 
nalia. 

Women in real life often find themselves 
stranded upon the shores of the household 
world with little money and few conven- 
jences. And the education for life that does 
not fit the woman of the next generation to 


meet these emergencies without discomfort. 


either to her family or to herself is a failure. 
The young woman who learns in her study 
of food values to supply cheese or eggs or 
beans for the expensive beefsteak, if the 
latter is an impossibility, is learning some- 
thing worth while from the emergency de- 
partment. When she appreciates that cof- 
fée can be made in a common tin pail or that 
two old pans are an easy makeshift for a 
double boiler, and that if time presses many 
of the clothes washed yesterday may be 
used rough dried today, she is going to be a 
success in life, even if she develops no spe- 
cial talent for any of those delightful ac- 
céssories of life considered accomplishments. 
The higher education is, of course, one of 
the greatest attainments, and there is a 
place in the world, and always should be, for 
the finishing school; but no girl’s education 
is finished unless during the process she has 
learned how to use her wits, how to best 
apply them in discharging the necessary 
duties of life, and no girl, be she rich or 
poor, entirely escapes the responsibility of 
these duties. She may neither be a wife nor 
a mother, unhappily, for that is the best 
sphere for any woman, but she must live in 
a world which now more than ever is com-

means a tablespoonful to a pail of water. 

Ther I dust black pepper along the edges 
and retack the carpet. 

In this way moths are kept away, and, as 
their favorite place is in corners and folds, 
— laying back enables one to search out 
and destroy them. 

With ingrain and other carpets after shak- 
ing them I have found it a good plan tg 
ibrighten them in color by sprinkling a 
pound or two of salt over the surface and 
sweeping carefully. 3 

‘Occasionally I wipe off a carpet with borax 
water, using thick flannel and taking cars 
not to wet but only to dampen the carpet. 

The borax water is also the best thing for 
matting. I wipe the matting with the borax 
water, using a cloth wet enough to dampen 
but not wet.

If You Use a Lamp— 


, Let the wick always touch the bottom and 

see that the top is trimmed square and even 
across, with a pair of scissors kept for the 
purpose. — 

Remember that if burned with only a little 
oll it generates a gas which is Mable at any 
moment to explode. Fill the lamps to within 
half an inch of the top. If filled brimming 
full the outside of the lamp will be constant- 
ly covered with the oil even. when unlighted; 
while as soon as lighted, heat expanding it, 
“ will run over and grease everything near 


In lighting it tunm the wick up gradually so 
that the chimney may heat slowly; other- 
wise the glass expands too rapidly and will 
crack. Keep the wick turned high enough 
to burn freely. If you turn down the wick 
to save oil the room is quickly: poisoned by 
the evil smell from the gas thus formed. 
If little light must needs be, as in a sick 
room, put the lamp in the hall or in another 
room rather than turn down the wick. 

Remember that plenty of fresh air is neces- 
sary for.a free blaze and that your lamp 
must be kept as free from dirt as the stove 
from ashes. In washing the chimney use 
hot suds, and wipe with bits of newspa- 
pers, which not only dry the glass better 
than a cloth, but polish it, too. 

In using a student lamp pour out daily any 
ofl which ‘accumulates in the cup below the 
wick and any surplus which has overflowed 
fram thereservoir. Thesecret of much ofthe 
trouble attending the easy getting out of

One thousand Chicago church workers and 
ministers, meeting yesterday in the First 


| Methodist church, pledged themselves to 


fight for the passage of the local option law 
which will allow wards and precincts to de- 
cide the saloon license question for each sec- 
tion of the city. 

The ministers will oppose the re#@lection of 
every member of the last assembly who was 
hostile to the local option bill. The investi- 


gation of the legislators’ records will be made 


by the Anti-Saloon league, which called the 
meeting. 

An effort will be made to get every church 
in the state to join the league. Committees 
will be appointed to secure a list of voters in 
the church, and the citizens will be asked to 
support the measure. Twenty thousand 
preachers of IJlinois will bombard voters 
with literature and pledge legislators to sup- 
port the bill. 

“I see no hope for the future unless church 
members consent to engage in practical poll- 
tice,’’ declaréd Senator Francis W. Parker, 
who introduced the bill In the last assembly. 

“You must support with your votes the 
men who are your friends. While there were 
a majority in the senate who favored the 
measure, they dodged during the battle. 


‘They knew if they voted for the bill the sa- 
loon element would go after their scalps. |

Min- 
neapolis stocks of wheat increased 325,000 
bu for two days, another result of the 
etrike. 

Country offerings of corn were generally 
still reported small yesterday, but some re- 
celivers claimed consignments were heavy. 
Country dealers have been disinclined to sell 
on a declining market and have consigned 
their corn hoping to be able to take advan- 
tage of a rige when the corn reached mar- 
ket. So far this policy has not met with 
much success. West of the Mississippi sales 
on overnight bids are still light, but‘Illinois 
is selling a little more freely, the glucose 
people buying 60,000 bu yesterday, or more. 
than in some days. 

Ocean freight rates are still going up. 
Rates from Galveston to Hamburg yester- 
day on wheat were 2s 9d per quarter, equal to 
8\%c a bu, an advance of 2c in less than a 
fortnight, counteracting to a considerable 
extent the stimulus to export business given 
by- the 6c drop in wheat. During the late 
summer cargoes were taken as low as 4c, 
a ruinous rate.

The rules adopted by the St. Louls Mer- 
chants’ Exchange for the organization of a 
more adequate supervision of weighing are 
meeting with opposition on the part of mill- 
ers and grain men who do an order business.

The suit 
was brought to recover $21,375 for losses on 
the account of Dayidson in the purchase and 
sale of grain. Davidson pleaded gambling, 
but the jury held that all trades made by the 
brokers on the board ef trade of Chicago 
were legal transactions and not gambling. 
The judgment was for the full amount 
claimed.

Admit Iron Trade Is Slow. 


Officials of the United States Steel cor- 
poration are beginning to admit more freely 
the slowness in the iron trade and the accu- 
mulation of stocks. In saying that it will 
not be possible for the United States to send 
abroad this year enough pigiron to become a 
factor in foreign competition, they add that 
the export possibilities are confined to three 
classes of products. These are steel bars, 
in which branch of trade production is get- 
ting ahead of consumption; structural and 
iron steel, in which branch there is a sur- 
plus accumulation owing to protracted 
strikes In the building trades; and sheets and 
wire and wire products. 

It is admitted that there is overproduc- 
tion in steel bars and structural iron and 
steel.’ As to wire and wire products, there 
has always been a good export demand.

IN MEMORY OF WOMAN. 


Temperance Workers Hold Ceremony at 
Site of $50,000 Structure to Be Erect- 
ed in Honor of Frances E. Willard.

National Temperance hospital was laid yes- 


terday as a memorial to the temperance 


worker. Mrs. C. E.. Bigelow, who was in 
charge of the ceremony, quoted the words 
spoken by Miss Willard at the dedication of 
the National Temperance hospital! in Cottage 
Grove avenue nineteen years ago, as follows: 

“This hospital is the latest milestone on 
the highway of progress in American tem- 
perance reform. The principle of nonalco- 
holic medication must be accepted before 
prohibition can be established on firm foun- 
dations. The growth of this enterprise is 
such that we must have a building, and meas- 
ures to that end will doubtless be taken at an 
early date.” 

The fulfillment of Miss Willard’s words

The hospital is being constructed at a cost 
of $50,000.
